1. (currently amended) A method of treating non-insulin dependent diabetes mellitus (NIDDM) in a 
mammal, comprising administering to the mammal an ag e nt capable of b l ock i ng, i nh i b i t i ng, or 
ame li orat i ng VEGF m e d i at e d act i v i ty such that d i abet e s i s treated, wh e r ei n the agont is a VEGF 
antagonist such that diabetes is treated, wherein the VEGF antagonist is VEGFR1R2-FcAC1(a) . 

2. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the treatment of diabetes results in one or 
more of decreased serum glucose concentrations, improved glucose tolerance, increased insulin 
sensitivity, and reduced hyperinsulinemia , and i mproved g l ycom i o contro l.

27. (new) The method of claim 1, wherein VEGFR1R2-FcAc1(a) comprises the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:2. 

28. (new) The method of claim 27, wherein VEGFR1R2-FcAc1(a) is encoded by the nucleic acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:1. 

29. (new) The method of claim 15, wherein VEGFR1 R2-FcAc1(a) comprises the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:2. 
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30. (new) The method of claim 29, wherein VEGFR1R2-FcAc1(a) is encoded by the nucleic acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:1. 

31. (new) The method of claim 1, wherein the administering is by injection. 

32. (new) The method as claimed in claim 31, wherein the injection is subcutaneous injection. 

33. (new) The method as claimed in claim 31, wherein the injection is intravenous injection. 

34. (new) The method of claim 15, wherein the administering is by injection. 

35. (new) The method as claimed in claim 34, wherein the injection is subcutaneous injection. 

36. (new) The method as claimed in claim 34, wherein the injection is intravenous injection. 
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
